The occasion was the anniversary 
1 the birthday of Dr Isaac Lewis 
I 'net. Each year it is tlie custom 
it the Institution to celebrate the 
I'irthdays of the Poets, father an<l 
.son — Harvey Prindle Peet on No- 
vember 19th, and Isaac Lewis Peet 
on December 4th. This year ilic 
birthday of the latter was marked 
as an extraordinary occasion, to be 
iriven distinctive imporlanco by tiie 
iinveilinff of a bronze memorial 
tablet and an address by Dr. 
Charles Au>;uslus Stoddard, the 
President of the Hoard of Directors 
of the Institution. All gradnatex 
and honorably discliart;ed pupils 
were invited to be present, and 
special i vitations had l)0(*n sent to 
Directors an<l Life Members of the 
Institution. 

Promptly at two o'clock in the 
afternoon. President St.(<ddard and 
Principal Currier passed down the 
main aisle of the chapel and ascend 
e<l the platform. They were fol- 
lowed by Dr. T. F. Fox escortinn 
Miss Elisabeth Peet and Mrs. II. R. 
Sutplien 

All of the pu[)ils and their teaidi- 
ers (except the kinderputen );rades) 
were present. 

When the national colors were 
t>iou(<ht in by the Color Guard, all 
rose to their feet and the ^uard 
stood at "present arms" till the 
last bars of "The Star Spangled 
Banner" were concluded by the 
Field Music corps. 

Principal Currier then nuulo a 
few prolimiuary remarks, orally an<l 
in si^ns simultaneously, in which 
he referred to the itreal and itlorious 
work of Dr. Isaac Lewis Peet, and 
the years of a long lifetime that he 
had given to the cause of the edu- 
cation of the deaf. He then in- 
troduced President Stoildat^, who 
Mpoke as follows, Principal Currier 
interpreting into the sign language 
pari jMssu: —

tution, the late honored and vener- 
able Isaac Lewis Peet. The great- 
est care and pains have been united, 
on the part of the teacher of the Art 
Department and the pupil to whom 
the work was cntru.sted, to make the 
tablet a fitting expression of our re- 
gard and affection for Dr. Peet, of 
his own character and devotion, to 
deaf mutes, and their instruction 
and welfare; and we behold to-day 
the fini.shed product of these en- 
deavors.

New York lustitution for the Inrtroc- 
tion of the Deaf and I>tunb. 



Isaac Lewis Peet, LL. D. , who 
held the position of Priucipal of the 
New York Institution for the In- 
struction of the Deaf and Dumb in 
succession to his father, Harvey 
Prindle Peet, was born in Hartford, 
Connecticut, December 4th, 1824. 
He was privately educated till his 
fourteenth year, then attended the 
school of New York University, and 
Yale College, from which he was 
graduated in 1845, with Phi Beta 
Kappa rank, aud four years later he 
received the degree of Master of Arts 
from his Alma Master. Mr. Peet be- 
came at once a professor in the New 
York Instutition for the Instruction 
of the Deaf and Dumb, and during 
the first years of his career as a 
teacher, he studied theology iu 
Union Theological Seminary, where 
he graduated in 1849, but was never 
ordained. In 1853, the State Legis- 
lature founded the High Class in the 
lu.stitution. Isaac Lewis Peet was at 
once placed iu charge thereof, and 
continued in this position till he was 
elected Priucipal, upon the retire- 
ment of his father iu 1867. He fill- 
ed this office for twenty-five years. 

As a teacher of the high classes 
in the Institution, Dr. Peet distiu- 
gui.shed himself by the originality of 
his methods, his ability to awaken 
enthusiasm in his pupils, and by a 
spirit of kindness and love for all — 
even the most stolid and unrea.sou- 
able — which made him beloved by 
all with whom he came in contact. 
He was an honored teacher and lov- 
ed as a kind father by all the young. 

Though faithful to his duties to 
the New York Institution, Dr. Peet 
found time for the publication of a 
number of works. He was a proli- 
fic writer upon all subjects relating 
to the deaf. Among his chief works 
are a monograph on Decimal Frac- 
tious, Language Lessons for the 
Deaf and Dumb, Manual of Vege- 
table Physiology, The Psychical 
aud Criminal Respon.sibility of the 
Uneducated Deaf and Dumb, which 
attracted much attention atnong 
lawyers and physicians. In recogni- 
tion of his services. Dr. Peet was 
honored with membership and office 
in many a.s.sociations more or less 
connected with his work. Columbia 
College gave him the degree of Doc- 
tor of Laws in 1872 ; he was made a 
member of the Executive Committee 
of American Instructors of the Deaf 
aud though a devout PresbyteriatJ 
he was a leading member of the 
Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes 
organized by Dr. Gallaudet, an 
Kpiscopalian. He was the Vice- 
President of the International Con- 
gress of Deaf-Mutes held in Milan iu 
1880, and attended the International 
Congress of the Instructors of the 
Deaf and Dumb iu Bru.ssels in 1883, 
which was publicly oyiened by Leo- 
ix)ld. King of Belgium ; aud in 18.S3 
was President of the Conference of 
Principals of American Schools for 
the Deaf. At all of our great edu- 
cational a.ssemblies he was honored 
as a leader in his profession, and he 
was not too proud to share his 
honors with his beautiful aud accom- 
j)lished wife, who always accom- 
panied him. She was once his 
pupil, and for half a century a be- 
loved atid cherished companion. 

In his private life Dr. Peet dis- 
played all the grace and manners of 
a Christian gentleman. He was 
fond of society, and his home was 
the centre of a generous and de- 
lightful ho.spitality. His charities 
were constant, and his hand was 
ever oi)€n to supply the needs and 
and relieve the misfortunes of deaf- 
mutes. They applied to him as a 
friend and benefactor, and they 
never applied in vain. Religion 
was a controlling element in Dr. 
Peet's life, but it was a cheerful and 
hopeful religion. The law of kind- 
ness was upon his tongue, the smile 
of friendship was upon his lips, aud 
his hand was ever outstretched to 
supjwrt the feeble, to uphold the 
stumbling and to raise the fallen. 
A good aud strong religions belief 
gave breadth and conviction to all 
of his acts toward God and man. 
He was at the lustitution, to per- 
form public duties, twice during the 
mouth of Deceml)er, 1898, in which 
month he died; and after a brief ill- 
ness, without pain or fear, he j)a.s.sed 
from earth to the rest which remain- 
eth for the people of God, 

Dr. Peet gave himself to one 
work, and through his long life he 
pursued that work without faltering 
or turning aside. It was a work of 
philanthropy and and beneficence. 



His reward was great aud unceas- 
ing, as he saw class after class 
whom he had instructed, — a genera- 
tion of his pupils, — pass to respec- 
table places in life, with gratitude 
and love toward their teacher and 
guide The names of hearing and 
and speaking men, who have been 
more closely aud conspicuously as- 
sociated with deaf-mutes and their 
interests than he was, are few. We 
recall the Abbe de I'Epee, whose 
monument is in the Cathedral of 
Notre Dame iu Paris, Heinicke in 
Germany, Stainer and KUiot in 
England, aud Gallaudet aud Peet in 
the United States. There are in- 
structors still living in this country 
whose names will be illustrious iu 
the annals of deaf-mute instruction, 
like our own Professor Currier aud 
Dr. Graham Bell. Long tnay they 
be spared to help by their inventions 
our afflicted comrades in the battle 
of life, aud to kindle by their enthu- 
siasm the efforts of other men iu 
their behalf. But we write high 
ujwn the roll of Christian philanthro- 
pists among the promiueut benefac- 
tors of the deaf, the names of Harvey 
Prindle Peet the father, and Isaac 
Lewis Peet the son. The State of 
New York owes them a debt of gra- 
titude which can never be repaid, 
aud deaf-mute instruction through- 
out the world has been enlarged and 
improved by their unwearied labors, 
their wise efforts and their published 
experiences. The elder Peet found- 
ed this Institution. The son enlarg- 
ed its capacity for usefulness, ex- 
tended its teaching, deepened aud 
l)romulgated its system, aud laid the 
foundation upon which the present 
administration has been able to build 
with .security and great success 
Those who know what the day of. 
small things was in deaf-mute edu- 
cation half a ceutury ago, under- 
stand how much the advance aud 
glory of the present is due to the 
un.selfish and persistent devotion of 
Harvey P. Peet and his devoted sou 
and succes.sor, Isaac Lewis Peet. 
They lived for others, they lived not 
in vain. We houored them while 
living, we take courage from their 
example, and may this bronze tablet 
bear the memorial of one of them to 
the latest sons of time. 

When tlie address had l)een <'on- 
oluded, Prine'ipal Currier escoried 
Miss Elizabeth Peet to the plalfonti. 
and she tore aside the flag thai 
veiled the bronze tablet, amid tu 
mnltuous applanse. 

The tal)let, inscrilied in sunken 
letters as above recorded iu Presi 
dent St<>ddard'» address, is the 
work o( William II. Aufovt, a pupil 
of the Special Art Class, and was 
adjudged to be the best of six 
designs contributed by as many 
othei pupils of the A<lvanced Art 
Cla.sses. Il is chaste in \ts simpli- 
eily and .signilicant in iti^ design. 
Ri.sing fiom the ribboned scroll 
work at tlie base, on either side, 
are flaring torches which gradually 
dis,solve into smoke which meets at 
the top and is resolved into an arch 
formed by victor palms. 

Cadet Aufort was called to the 
platform, and with modest dignity 
leeeivtMl the eongialulalions of 
President Stoddaid and Miss Peel 
and llie prolonged appaluse of all 
present. 

A choir of girls, composed of 
Misses Iluby Beir, Edna Bennett, 
Sarah McKeown, Katie Christgau, 
Ethel Howe, Delma Pearee and 
Sarah Rubin, sang in concerted 
signs Dr. Peet's favorite hymn, 
" Earth hath luithing sweet or rare," 
after which the Benediction was pro- 
nounceil by Dr. Stoddard. 

Aft(>r the Colors had again been 
saluted, the Field Music played the 
"TIninder March," l»y Sousa, while 
they were being cjirriod out, ami 
then the assemblage was tlismissed. 
For the occasion, the platform 
was tastefully decorated with pot- 
ted palms, cactus and iul»ber 
plants

"It doesn't seem like spring, 
with no advance talk of Barnum's 
Show," said a retired circus man. 
" In most years at this time the 
young ones are talking about it and 
laying pipes to see it, but tins year 
they miss it. 

"Circus life has changed. It's 
no lonaer putting up tent fi-om 10 
P.M , to 13 noon, dressing for the 
parade, snatchintr a few hours for 
rest, and at 10 P.M starting to take 
tents down, and when the wagons 
started for the next place sleeping 
»is best could on the wagons loaded 
with poles, Idocks, and such like 
feath rs in Ihe only bed available. 
Pretty rough gang, too. Danger- 
ous work also at tinuvs, but lots of 
fun when the animals wimted 
special attention. 

" I remjjmber some year.s ni^u \>i< 
the State the weather was very bad, 
and o- e night a strong wind played 
havoc with the main tent The 
rain oonunuiuur, we had to place 
theaninuils in the armory building, 
and, it being a two-night stand, the 
stay was taken advantage of to fix 
things up a bit. Anumg the chores 
was the paring of the grizzly bear's 
claws, for he had scratched the 
bottom boartls out of his cage 
twice. 'So, parly iu the raorninj:, ;\ 
sort of platfoim of boards was pie- 
pared, tvvelve feet long, five feet 
idgb, with holdfasts on one side, 
and half a dozen men carrying a 
board rushed him along to the wall, 
where there was an iron pillar, and 
planked him against the wall. A 
rope was placed around one paw, 
antl five or six men hauled on it 
to draw it out straight between the 
pillar and the wail so as to paie his 
claws. Well, it was a tug, and 
just as the keeper got his «hears lo 
work Ih^ bear winced and gave a 
pull. Some one. trwi on a ban- 
ana skin or something, the ten- 
sion of the rope was slackened a se- 
cond, and quicker than lean tell if, 
the board men were on their backs 
with the board on the top of them, 
and Ihe bear making tracks down 
the place with the collar chains 
drairging after him. Right in his 
path, standing close to the pillai 



watching the operation, was a 



young doctor belonging to the prin- 
cipal family of the town. When 
he saw the bear coming he made 
sure it. was specially for him and 
turned and bolted down the hall, 
never looking behind him. Up the 
stairway he went to the gallery, 
two steps at a stri<le, and reaching 
the top he shinned up an iron pil- 
lar, and was half way out on the 
girder right under the crown of the 
roiTf before he stoppe<l to look 
where the bear was. The l)ear had 
gone straight back to his cage, and 
we had to send two men up to Ihe 
roof to lower the doctor down to 
the floor. lie had lost his nerve 
and could only olinjj tight with a 
certainty of falling sooner or later, 
unless helped. 

"Another job iliat time was 
trimming the hoofs of the zebra, 
and for this we borrowed the yar<ls 
at the gas svoika This hoof cutt- 
ing is the worst job a circus hand 
can be mixed up in Zebra are 
devilish, unconquerable and un- 
lamat)le, kindness having no effect 
on them. We ttx>k the l)rute there 
aud suddenly seizett him, hobbled 
and threw him, and, as usual, 
straightway he went into a fit and 
had to be loosened to keep his 
cii.ssed temper from killing him. 
Direcily he came out of the fit we 
threw him again and be went in an- 
other fit and thin continued until he 
tired of it. Then muzzled and 
held, the whites of hia eyes flashing 
like a flag waving an<l telling what 
he would do if he could, the hoofs 
were clipped, at)out three inches 
coming oS. Then Ihe hol)bles were 
limited to a single lashing that a 
tug at the leati string wobld let 
loose and everylwdy cleared out, 
for all knew what lo expect.. Dick 
MoCreary, " Dare Devil Dick," we 



called him, was the man left in the 
inclosnre to pull the string. He 
did so, and the brute, watching 
him, let out a snort to seaie any 
brave man, and rushed straight for 
him, not giving him a second to 
reuch the gate and get out; so with 
a quick turn he reached the tank 
house and was inside like a shot. 
Talk about Itucking bronchos, 
elephants on a rampage, what you 
like, it was child's play to that 
zebra who kicked the. walls, bit 
them, nished at the fence ami start- 
ed even its solid timbers, biting the 
fence support, kicking iron t)arrows 
and. everything iu his way for about 
fifteen or twenty minutes and then 
dropping panting and tired ont on 
the ground. Then the boys got a 
hohl of him an«l led him like a lani\> 
back to quarters. 

"Snakes were another lot of 
customers. Feedinir anu cleaning 
was all right, but to keep them 
healthy they had to have a bath 
once every two weeks. I remember 
once I, as a lad, was detailed to 
heltj,the keeper at this job, and we 
went 10 the big glass case with the 
pythons in lo begin. We had a big 
tub of tepid water, clean blankets 
being in another case close by to 
put the snakes in when washed. 
The case has a spring catch door at 
the side as well as an opening at 
the top. We would ca'.jh a python 
round the neck, grali him with the 
other hand three feet further down 
and drop him quick into the water, 
which, as soon as the waimth was 
felt Ihrough his scales, stopped his 
squirminti in a jiffy, atid his snake 
ship would just lie stretched out 
and let you twist him around In the 
water any way you liked. The 
sitle door was always banged to 
when a python had been taken out. 
" Well, one day we had the big 
python in the water, and the keep- 
er said to me, " Bob, I've foriroiten 
to bring the clean blankets, 
just run and fetch ihom while I 
hol.I this fellow In the tub." Off I 
went, and there was some little delay, 
f>n that il was ten minutes before I 
started baek, ami then I heard a 
yell which fetched nie ami two 
others pretty quick, to find the 
keeper with one python in the 
water all right, but with another 
one coiled round his left leg and 
body, the head being caught in the 
keeper's left hind. There was a 
smaller python on the flooi about 
taking part in the lu.ssle, and an- 
other liad his head just out of his 
side-tloor of the ease When I 
banged the door to before going for 
blankets, the catch had not caught, 
and nnperceived the second python 
had got out and was around his leg 
before the keeper noticed it. Fortu- 
nately it was pretty cold weather, 
and tkey were not particularly live- 
ly. We irrabbed the one aiound 
liis leg tail first aud unwound it, 
picked up the loose one the same 
way. and dumped both into the 
snare ca.se, batted the one coming 
out over the snoot, so that he went 
back, and by thai time the keeper 
had fallen in a dead faint over the 
tub, aud the snake being bathed 
was trying to wriggle out from him. 
It was a pretty clovse call for him, 
and no more snake l>athing was 
done that day. 

" When we were at New Orleans 
the big panther got out of his cage, 
biting his way through at the base 
of the bars where the sheathing 
ended. The brute was not out two 
minutes befoie the alarm wasg'ven, 
and he was still in the l>ig tent. 
There was just that strip of canvas 
between him and the crowd outside. 
Up rushed Col. Woods, the lion 
tamer, in his bare feet, just as he 
was dressing for the parade One 
fellow offered him a revolver, 
another a whip He shoved the 
revt>lver in his waistband, grasiied 
the whip, picked up a barrel hoop 
lying in his path, strode into the 
lent, cracked his whip, and next 
minute had the devil doing his 
show stunts through the hoop in 
the middle of the tent. That was 
a sight 1 shall tiever forgot. 

" Soon Col Woods nailed for a 
fellow nanuH) Pete, a c<iwboy, and 
he came with his lariat, and an- 
other came with a horse rug, and 
Woods saiil, " Now, Pet*, when I 
make him do the dead act, get 
close in behiml and make sure of 
your drop. This is the close of his 
tricks, and the chances are my com- 1 
inand over him will end. Drop the 



he will chase ypu instead of fight- 
ing back on the noose; then you 
fellows with the rug smother him 
and all pile in to get him tied up 
and back in the cage." That was 
done just like shuffling cards; one 
or two of the fellows got badly 
scratched, but the panther was 
housed, and it was a week or two 
before the Colonel tried him through 
the hoops or pat him back In the 
main cage. 

"Elephants? Half the elephant 
stories are ghost .stories. We never 
had any trouble with them except 
when mice got in their neighbor- 
hood. The big 'una are mortal 
afraid mici! will will run up their 
trunk. The smart«st thing I ever 
saw Hu elephant do was done by 
old Jumlto on the last Sunday he 
bad in Regent's Park, London, 
when we went to fetch him tx) this 
country.

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Here is a nimple method of curi»i|jr 
facial neuraluia: If the neuralgia 
is in the right side of the face, tihe 
left hand should be placed in a bas- 
in of water as hot as can be lM>rne; 
or if the neuralgia is in the left side 
of Ihe face, then the right hand 
should be placed in hot water. It 
is asserted that in this way relief 
may be otuained in less than five 
minutes. The explanation is that 
the two nerves which have the 
greatest number of tactile nerve end- 
ings are in the fifth and Ihe median 
nerve. As the fibers of these two 
neives cross, any impulse conveyed 
to the left hand will affect the right 
8i<le of the face, or if applied to the 
right hand will affect the left side 
of the face. This is on account of 
the crossing of the cords.

Last Thursday moinlngall of Mie 
New York ibtilies contained the 
tragic newH that John Ingebrand, 
Jr., A deaf-mule, of Mt. Vernon, 
N. Y., h>id killed himself after 
attem[>ting to kill his father. 

Foi the past two years, John 
Ingebrand had been mentally affect- 
ed, and it was seen that Instead of 
becoming better, he wa- gradually 
be(Huning insane. He seemed to 
think that his parents were in 
danger of torture by tlie "Black 
Ht^nd," M'xl io'onded saviug them 



and himself. He slightly wounded 
his father, and when both father 
and mother grasped him and tried 
to get the revolver, they all three 
fell to the floor, aud young Inge- 
brand wrenched his arm free and 
put a bullet through his brains. 

The funeral services wore hc^ld at 
his late home, on Elm Avenue, Mt. 
VeinoD, on Friday evening. Over 
a hundred friends were pre.sent, 
among them Principal Currier and 
Mr. William Henry Van Tassell, of 
the New York In.stitulion. 

The committal service and burial 
occurred on Saturday morning, only 
the mother and her daughter, Mrs. 
Qalbraitb, and the pall- bearers — 
Messrs. William G. Jones, Lsaue B. 
Gardner, Edwin A. Hodgson and 
Dr. Thomas F Fox — being present. 

The remains looked peaceful in 
a satin-liued walnut casket, with 
silver trimmings. The casket was 
entiiolj' covered with a blanket of 
roses and smilax. There were 
several floral pieces, a number of 
clusters of cut flowers, and two 
crossed victor palms. 

Mr. Ingebrand, Senior, his wife 
and son, have resided in Mt. Vernon 
for nearly two years. The father 
amassed a fortune in the bakery 
business and in real estate, and was 
living a life of retirement and ease, 
when this unexpected trage<ly 
brought sorrow and death iuto the 
home. 

John Ingebrand, Jr., becamedeaf 
al the age of four years, from an 
attack of cerebro-spinal meningitis. 
He was a pupil at the New York 
Insfilulion for several years, but 
left school before his term was fin- 
ished. While at the Institution, he 
was a member of the printing class, 
but did not obtain a mastery of the 
art pieservative, as the term was 
cut short. 

As a boy, he was a sturtly, hapiiy 
little fellow, with a sweet disposi- 
tion that clung to him until his 
brain trouble made him morose and 
melancholy. 

He did not associate much with 
the deaf, and it is more than pro- 
bable thai this ha<l much to do with 
the m ilady that was the cause of 
his suicide. He tried bravely to be 
"rcstoied to society," and Iheiefoie 
lost much of the social and mental 
recreation thst otherwise would 
have been his. 

For several years he was Trea- 
surer of ft young men's club tlml 
was connected with the church to 
which his parents belong. 

Up to the last two or three years, 
he was an occasional ('llendaiil 
al St. Ann's Chuich for Deaf- 
Mnies, ano always greeted his 
friends with a warm handclasp 
and a cheery smile. 

Our deepest sympathy goes eut to 
the bereaved pareuts and to his 
sister, Mis. Galbraith. They can all 
bo consoled with tl.e thought that 
for all his life he was a good 
afTeclionate son and brother, 
was an upright, intelligent 
industrious young man.

Dec. 6, 'OT^— Ohio's deaf i>oat 
builder has added another plume to 
his already well filled cap, a.« the 
following from Sandusky Register, 
of November 20th, indicates': 

" The speed boat which has l>een 
ouihiing at the Davis Boat Works 
tlie last three-- weeks has been 
launched and given her try-oul and 
her owner, Mr. Ellah ''Terrell, of 
Columbus, is, as he expresses it, 
' gloating' over the fine litlle craft 
which he has procured. With the 
engine still new, the ' Buckeye' as 
he has named her, makes neaily 20 
miles an hour. This is unusual 
speed for a boat of the size, 25 feet, 
and equipped as ft is witli only a 
IC horse power Vim motor. 

"The hull is built on lines of a hy- 
dro plane nature, after a special 
design on which Mr. Terrell has 
palenls, ctilculaled to give high 
speed, coupled with comfort and 
weatherly qualities, with low 
power. This design has iieen given 
a severe test by the patentee during 
the last summer, "and has passetl 
Ihe experimental stage. Tlie re- 
sults obtained from the boat just 
launched are highly .satisfactory. 
In the rough waters of the Imy it 
proved itself /Iry, free from all 
vibration, and Ihe wake that it 
leaves is .scatvely noticeable.

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by tho erection of a Parish 
IJuildinK for St. Ann'H Church for 
Deaf-MuteH. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amstenlam Avenue, and in built 
some twenty-flve feet back from the 
lino of the street to permit tbe erec- 
tion of such a ImildinK as above 
indicated, wliich will form a facade 
bo the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
tbe silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during bis lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated, Tliis was not per- 
mitted, and it is HUggestwl as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St, 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
tbe deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of grountl about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used lor tho social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Pariah Building" will 
be al)out «s;JO,000, and tho building 
itself, in Um position and i»urp()S(!, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to bim whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
hcaitily endorse the memorial.
